WIDE CHOICE FOR GIRLS. 
we 


T is a great problem for both parents and 
| girls when the time comes for them to 
leave school and start thinking of what 
they shall do to earn their own living and 
become useful citizens. 
The first thing to do, of course, is to find 
out if a girl has any special aptitude in any 
particular direction. If she has, and it is at 
all possible, then she should be encouraged 
to work hard at her subject while at school 
in order that it may be put to practical use 
when she leaves. Any girl who shows marked 
tendency to excel at one subject, as she guts 
into the higher forms in the secondary schools, 
should be allowed to spend a larger propor- 
tion of her time working at it during school 
hours. 
Here I may say that I think that too 
large a proportion of time is given in 
some secondary schools to-day to the teaching 
of mathematics and science, often at the ex- 
pense of literature. And at very few schools, 
indeed, is there any attempt at the 
systematic teaching of housewifery, dress- 
making, millinery, nursing, or the care of 
children. All of these are occupations which 
many girls decide to try when they have left 
school, and if they had received a good pre- 
liminary training much time would be saved, 
as, instead of serving long apprenticeships, 
they could, after a few months’ practical! 
experience, start to earn good money. 


Marriage. . 

Another point in favour of teaching the 
subjects referred to is the fact that most 
girls who attend secondary schools will in 
many cases marry men of their own class. 
Less than 10 per cent. of such girls find their 
way to the universities; the majority of them 
become for a few years clerks, shop cashiers, 
milliners, or dressmakers before they settle 


down to marriage. 

I contend that the secdhdary schools of the 
day provide an excellent education for the 
clever girl who intends adopting a profession, 
but does very little for the average lower 
middie class girl. Of course, I am. not 
referring to the few show schools of the big 
cities, where the up-to-date curriculum 1n- 
cludes such subjects as carpentry, but to 
the average secondary school throughout the 
provinces. 

All parents agree that in these days of 
surplus women (and the daily Press never 
allow us to forget those odd. two million over 
and above the male population) their girls 
must be taught a trade or profession, Gone, 
thank goodness, are the days when a man 
would have considered himself disgraced if 
he had allowed his girls to earn their own 
bread, and large families of healthy young 
women idled their time away in trifling 
pastimes. 

There are a large number of occupations a 
girl can follow, and she should be allowed to 
try one or two until she finds something that 
really suits her. Many girls are put to some 
trade very much against their inclination, and 
they rarely, if ever, make good at it. The 
reasons to their parents often seem adequate, 
but in every case it should be remembered 
that it frequently means a girl’s occupation 
for life, and she should be allowed to make 
her own choice. Of course, like her parents,

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she will have many things to learn by ex- 
perience, but that is all to the good of her 
mental development and the making of her 
moral character. : 

The selection of the kind of life ahd occn- 
pation for the highly-nervous girl is of great 
importance. I have known cases where a 
great deal of money has been spent and time 
wasted on work for which the girl may have 
had some bent, but for which physically she 
was highly unsuited, with the result that 
some sort of nervous breakdown occurred 
before any practical benefit was gained. So 
that parents with highly-strung girls should 
endeavour, if possible, to direct their energies 
to outdoor work. 

The teaching profession has a great deal 
to recommend it: the hours are short and the 
holidays are long and paid for, and if a girl 
remains single the salary is good, and she can 
keep herself in comfort. Moreover, there is 


a pension to look forward to when she is too 
old to teach. 

Many girls are becoming dispensers, 
chemists, artistic designers, travelling sales- 
women, matrons and assistants in homes and 
institations, dressmakers, telephone operators, 
hotel assistants, secretaries, and bookkeepers. 
For the girl interested in botany, a ,course 
of horticulture and a little practical oe ny 
undertaken, and she could blossom forth as a 
first-class lady gardener. 

As a final word, too much emphasis cannot 
be laid on the necessity for great considera- 
tion of your daughter’s physical “ staying 
power ’’ when choosing her profession. Given 
good health, mental fitness, and the necessary 
perseverancefftogether with a keenness for her 
job, and there is no reason whatever why 
your girl should not reach the top of her 


profession or trade.

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YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


JEWELLER’S INJURIES. 


ACTION AGAINST TRAMWAY 
COMPANY FAILS. 


Yesterday, in the King’s Bench Division, 
before Mr. Justice Dodd and a city special 
jury, an action was heard in which Edward 
Stoker, of Ranelagh road, Dublin, sued the 
Dublin United Tramways Company (1896), 
Ltd., to recover dam for personal injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff by reason of the 
alleged negligence of the plaintifis, their 
servants or agents in the driving and manage- 
ment of a tramcar in Lower Mount street, 
Dublin, on or about the 17th August, 1922. 

Mr. Sealy, K.C., Mr. Swayne, K.C., and Mr. 
Hubert Hamilton (instructed by Mr. Lane 
Joynt) a red for the plaintiff; and Serjeant 
Hanna, K.C., Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., and 
Mr: Joseph Healy (instructed by Messrs. 
Casey, Clay and Collins) appeared for the 
defendants. 

The plaintiff's case, as set out in the state- 
ment of claim, was that the tram was suddenly 
and violently started from rest at a stopping 

lace while the plaintiff, who was an intend- 

ing passenger, was in the act of stepping from 
the step on to the platform of the car. The 
conductor signalled to the driver to start the 
car without coming down on to the platfqrm 
of the car and without regard for the plaintiff, 
who was stepping from the step to the plat- 
form, and the plaintiff was consequently 
thrown on to the street. As a result the 
laintiff was unconscious for many days, his 
ead was badly cut and his jaw broken, and 
his face was, and would 6, permanently 
paralysed. He had been many weeks confined 
to bed, and would be prevented from attend- 
ing to his business as a jeweller. The plaintiff 
claimed £5,000 damages. 

The defendants denied that they were guilty 
of the alleged negligence or of any negligence, 
or that the tramcar started suddenly from rest 
or at all. It was denied that the conductor 
signalled to the driver without coming down 
on to the platform, and it was alleged that the 
plaintiff was guilty of contributory negligence. 

The plaintiff and several witnesses were ex- 
amined as to the aécident, and Dr. Gill and 
Sir William Taylor were examined as to thé 
nature of the injuries sustained by the plain- 


iff. 

Sir William Taylor stated that he first saw 
the plaintiff three or four months ago, and 
then saw him definitely on Saturday last, in 
company with Dr. Gill, when he examined 
him. The plaintiff then complained of head- 
aches and of inability to concentrate his atten- 
tion ; also of a feeling of suffocation and cough- 
ing when he lay on his left side. The left side 
of his face was paralysed, and the hearing on the 
left side was defective. The injuries plaintiff 
complained of were such as would have been 
caused by the accident. 

Mr. C. H. Murphy, B.E., gave evidence as 
to a map of the scene of the accident, and, in 
cross-examination, said that it was not a com- 
pulsory stopping place for trams, there being 
a notice, “ Wait here for car.” 


THE DEFENDANTS’ CASE, 


Serjeant Hanna, in opening the case for the 
defence, said that three belle were given by 
the conductor at Haddington road, and the 
car did not stop again until it reached Merrion 
square. The defendants’ case was that the 
car never stopped from the time that it left 
Haddington road until it reached the stopping 
place opposite Messrs. Sewell’s at the Merrion 
square corner. 

Mr. Percival C. Mortesshead, examined by 
Mr. Lynch, K.C., stated that he was a pas- 
senger on the tram at the time, having come 
from his house in Merrion road and got on to 
the tram at Sandymount avenue. He was 
standing on the top of the tram, with his back 
to the number plate. At Haddington road the 
usual two bells were given by the conductor. 
Immediately after that three bells were given, 
and the car proceeded along towards Mount 
street Bridge. At the other side of the bridge 
he noticed two men standing, apparently 
waiting for the car. The tram did not stop, 
and the men started running after it. Both 
men made a jump for the car simultaneously. 
Both men reached the step of the tram, but 
seemed to get entangled there somehow, and 
the man who went for the back handrail] fell. 
Whether his head hit the step of the car or 
not the witness could not say, but he fell 
right down on his face. The car p ed 
onwards, and when it was near McEntaggart’s 
Garage the other man jumped off the car. 
The car was slowing down at the time, but 
had not pulled up. : 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sealy, K.C.— the 
witness made a communication to the con- 
ductor before leaving the car that morning. 

fr. H. M. ll, managin 
Dockrell and Sons, stated t he was 
travelling from his home at Blackrock on the 
day of the sccident, and corroborated the 
previous witness as to what happened. He 
remembered three bells being rung at Had.

Mos 
of the pigs entered in that a are suffi 
ciently pure-bred to be entit to entry in 
the re English Herd Book, The fact th: 
their immediate ancestors were not always 1" 
the book is against them in this respect, but 
does not detract from their intrinsic merit. 
Moreover, a type of pig has been evolved s» 
adapted to Insh conditions that a specia 
Herd Book seemed to be essential. This ha 
now been established after mach discussion, 
and the indications are that the new venture 
will be strongly supported throughout the 
country. 

It is strange that, with our large bacon- 
curing industry, pedigree pig-breeding in Ire- 
land has commanded so little attention o 
organised lines. The distribution of selected 
boars by the bacon-curers and the granting o! 
premiums for boars by the Department of 
Agriculture have had the efiect of keeping up 
the standard of Irish pigs. This would be 
more decided had pedigree pig-breeders received 
more encouragement directly from the farmers 
whom their efforts certainly benefit. .. When 
the new Herd Book is firmly established, based 
on a Register of twenty years’ existence, Ins! 
pedigree pig-breeders can justly claim a fu 
share of the business that should be theirs b 
right, not only from their neighbours, but from 
Irishmen abroad, as well as foreigners. 


HORNLESS CATTLE BREEDING. 

Although its activities have been hampered 
by prevailing conditions during the past two 
years, the Irish Maol Cattle Society haa not 
been idle. With a view to establishing a Herd 
book for this ancient hornless breed of dairy- 
ing cattle, successful efforts were made to 
trace representatives in various parte of the 
country. These were discovered in unexpected 
places, but the work of inspection could not be 
carried on by the Society owing to lack o! 
funds. To remedy this, Mr. P. J. Geoghegan, 
the Secretary, applied to the Ministry of Agr'- 
culture for assistanee. He was promised 4 sum 
of £50, provided that the Society could raise 
a similar sum, and, in view of the old-time 
record of the breed, this should not be diffi 
enlt. The Royal Dublin Society, with charac- 
teristic enterprise, has promised to assist the 
Society by establishing classes at coming shows 
for animals of the breed, and, if present 
owners of Maol cattle are really anxious that 
the breed should be placed on a sound founda- 
tion, they can indicate their desire in a prac- 
tical manner. Matters of this kind cannot be 
dealt with satisfactorily unless those chiefiyv 
concerned are willing to put their hands into 
their pockets at the start. Government assist 
ance is all very well as far as it goes, but 
has limitations, and these very often prove a 
handicap. 

THE SMALL FARMER. 

In the course of his evidence before the 
Agricultural Commission, Mr. T. J. Crowe, 
Galway, laid special emphasis on the fact that 
small farmers, to be successful, should be hard 
workers. (Ón such farms he said that a pro- 
portion of tillage was necessary if the farmer 
was to make a living. This could not be done 
without hard work. and in this connection he 
drew attention to the need for inquiring into 
the antecedents oí those seeking smal! hold- 
ings. With this contention every practical 
farmer will agree. If the ranches are to he 
divided, let it not be amongst people who wil! 
not work them properly.

“THE JURY FINDS NO 
JUSTIFICATION.” 


Remarkable evidence was given at an in- 
quest conducted by Dr. Louis A. Byrne, City 
Coroner, at Steevens’s Hospital, Dublin, 
vesterday, on Mr. William McGowan, of 33.

He was emplo ed as a ter by 
the Midland and Great Western Railway, He 
leaves a widow and a child. 

Mr. John O'Byrne (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) appeared on behalf of the 
authorities. 

Mr. P. H. O’Brien, solicitor, represented 
the next-of-kin. 

William McGowan, 22 Lower Dominick 
street, Dublin, identified the body as that of 
his nephew, who was aged 24 and married. 

Dr. Melntyre Faulkiner, house surgeon, 
Steevens’s Hospital, stated that McGowan, 
when admitted to the hospital at 4.45 o'clock 
on Saturday evening, was dead. There was 
an entrance wound at the back of the head, 
arid the brain was lacerated. There was also 
an extensive fracture of the base of the skull. 
Death was due to shock and laceration of the 
brain, caused by a penetrating gunshot wound

TAILORING TRADE. 


THE DISAPPEARING 
APPRENTICE.

MORE WOMEN WORKERS

The inquiry into the tailoring trade by a 
Committee appointed by the Northern 
Minister of Labour was opened at Belfast yes- 
terday, when evidence was submitted by Mr. 
W. J. Marshall, President of the Belfast 
Tailors’ Association. 

After referring to the manner in which the 
introduction of the sewing machine had re- 
volutionised the tailoring trade by the pro- 
duction of readymade clothes, he said that 
apprentices had now largely disappeared from 
the tailoring trade owing to t iece-rate 
system. the Association appealed to the 
Committee to advise the Minister of Labour 
that the time had arrived when the merchant 
tailors should be granted such a proportion of 
female labour as would enable A to com- 
pete, not only against the better class ready- 
made trade, which was very formidable, but 
more especially against those firms in Belfast 
and Great Britain which, by employing dilu- 
tion of labour, were in a position to supply 
as well-made garments—indeed, in many cases 
better made garments—at such a price that 
business was gradually diminishing. They 
also desired the Minister of Labour to advise 
the operatives accordingly, so that the transi- 
tion might be effected without strike or lock- 
out or dislocation of business. If this was 
granted they hoped to obtain a greater volume 
of work for the men; also better wages. 

It ‘was complained that the operatives’ 
societies took up an impossible attitude, as 
they could only supply about two-thirds of 
what men were required. They would not 
allow firms employing their members to have 
additional orders executed in any other way, 
either by female assistance or outside labour. 
The Trades’ Board, by reducing working 
hours, had also handicapped the tailoring 


firms. 
LIBERTY OF ACTION. 


The witness next touched on the apprentice 
question. They wished to attract boys to the 
trade by assuring them after a proper period 
of training fair wages and a reasonable 
prospect of being able to earn a livelihood. 
At present there was no system as such in 
practice. If a boy wished to learn tailoring 
the only thing that an employer could do on 
his behalf was to persuade a man to teach 
the boy the particular garment that the man 
was accustomed to make, and to then pay 
the boy whatever wage he liked to give him. 
The result was that very often the boy was 
badly paid, badly taught, discouraged, and 
disgusted. Even tailors refused to send their 
sons to the trade under the present con- 
ditions. 

In answer to Mr. Tracey, the witness said 
that the members of his Association were 
wnanimous on the dilution scheme. They 
wanted liberty of action, the same as was 
enjoyed in England and Scotland. For the 
last forty years he had got on agreeably with 
his workmen. In regard to dilution, workers 
belonging to trade unions would not counten- 
ance it. They wanted the establishment of 
weekly wages, in order to facilitate the train- 
ing of apprentices.

A CLERGYMAN’S TRIBUTE. 


“ Sir Francis Cruise, M.D., and The ‘ Imita- 
tion,”” was the title of a lecture delivered 
before the members of the National Literary 
Society, at 8 Ely place, Dublin, last night, 
by the Very Rev. John Dawson, 8.M. 

The lecturer prefaced his remarks by say- 
ing that Sir Francis Cruise was known all 
over Dublin as an eminent doctor, but to the 
learned literary men all over the world was 
better known for his painstaking study of the 
“Imitation of Christ’ and for the light that 
he had thrown on the vexed question of the 
authorship of that great work. He corrected 
the preceding translations, and set the book 
in what he deemed to be the correct order. 
In this he was assisted by his daughter. 

The “Imitation ” was certainly the world’s 
property now, and was translated into 
virtually every known tongue. It was 
acknowledged as a code by men of the most 
divergent opinions. Its pure human teaching 
was felt by all. It was a book that could 
be read times without number. Numberless 
were the writers who had penned its praises. 

Since the “Imitation’’ appeared anony- 
mously in the first twenty-five years of the 
XV. century there had been a great contro- 
versy as to who wrote it. The question en- 
gaged Sir Francis Cruise’s attention for 40 or 
50 years, and, as a result of his researches, 
he published, in 1887, a volume entitled 
“Thomas á Kempis.’’ In 1897 he brought 
out a pamphiet, “Who was the Author of 
the Imitation?’ The pamphlet was translated 
into French, German and other languages, 
and had been recognised by the most eminent 
authorities as a brave vindication of the claim 
of Thomas 4 Kempis to the authorship of the 
“ Imitation,”’ 

Considering the claims of Thomas 4 Kemps, 
Dr. Cruise intended that the only serious 
objection to his claim lay in the Paulanus 
Codex. This he unmasked, and his detection 
of the Paulanus MS. was his greatest achieve- 
ment. The work that had been done by 
Dr. Cruise was one of which all Dublin should 
be proud.

A letter was read from the firemen at the 
Central Station protesting against the promo- 
tion of Driver Martin on the grounds of 
qualifications. 

Mra. Wyse Power proposed, and Sir A. 
Beattie seconded, the adoption of the ie 

An amendment was moved by Mr. Daly 
and seconded by Mr. Stritch, that the report 
should be referred back to the Committee. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that the competitive 
examination had been decided upon after the 
appointment had been passed, but as the 
appointment had been passed by two Com- 
mittees, she could not vote for the report 
being put back. 

On a division, the amendment was declared 
lost by 27 votes to 12. 

Mrs. Wyse Power drew attention to a 
paragraph in the report of the Tuberculosis

BIG LOSS ON FARM. :

Senator Farren said that the Committee had 
already granted Captain Myers a bonus of £50, 
and they peer to give him £150 because no 
second officer had been appointed. The fact 
was that they had paid a man for acting as 
second officer. The chief officer’s remunera- 
tion was not £642 a year only. It was worth 
over £1,000 all told. In view of the fact 
that the Waterworks Committee was «: badly 
off financially that they had to disemploy 30 
men last week, he could not agree to cive a 
man who had £1,000 a year a bonns of £150. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that she had voted 
against the recommendation in the Committee, 
and would do so now. Captain Myers had 
£042 a year, wth war bonus, residence, and 
fire and lighting as well. He was worth 
£1,400 or £1,500 a year. 

Mr. O'Callaghan pointed out that the srpli- 
cation for the bonus was in lieu of leave to 
which Captain Myers was entitled. ; 

Mr. John Farren, taking up the discussion, 
said that they could stop payment from the 
Chief of the Brigade if he was not there when 
he was required. 

Mr. Stritch, arguing that Captain Myers 
was entitled to be paid for the full time he 
gave to the Corporation service, said that the 
applicant should be paid if he did not take 
his holidays. 

Mr. J. Farren—Why was he in the Isle of 
Man if he was not on his holidays? 
(Laughter. ) 

Senator Farren here observed that when 
senior officials stayed out no question was 
raised. They could stay out if they liked. 

Mr. McUarthy said that he was surprised 
at members opposing this application. Captain 
Myers should be _ for the time he re- 
_ on duty when he was entitled to be 
off. 
The report was rejected without a division.

Work and Wages. . 

In the thoughtful address which he gave 
last night as President of the Engineering 
and Scientific Association of Ireland; Mr. 
T. G. Aston went straight to the heart of 
the chief causes of Ireland's economic 
distress. First of all, there is Labour's. 
insistence on higher wages and. light 
work. This problem confronts every 
country, but nowhere has less progress 
been made towards a solation than in the 
Irish Free State. Every attempt on the 
part of employers to reduce wages to an 
economic level meets with a strenuous 
resistance, and very seldom is a “cut” 
effected without at least a threat on the 
part of the workers to go on strike. The 
chief trouble seems to be that .Labour 
lacks vision: it cannot see beyond the 
cost of living returns and grasp the fact 
that—apart from “profiteering,” which, 
there can be little doubt, is still rampant— 
high wages are the chief cause of high 
prices. The insistence on high wages would 
not be a bar to national prosperity if it 
were not coupled with a demand for light 
work. Many workmen—skilled and un- 
skilled—refuse to put their backs into their 
jobs. They seem to imagine that their 
employers have a Brobdingnagian purse 
in some secret hiding place from “which 
an inexhaustible supply of wealth can be 
drawn, whereas the sole source of wealth 
is the industry of the individual, Mr. 
Aston gave a striking instance of ‘the 
ca’ canny evil. The Dublin bricklayer, 
he said, received threepence an hour more 
than the London bricklayer; yet the 
latter's output was two and a quarter times 
greater than that of the Dublin worker. 
Again, high wages and low output have 
brought the Dublin shipyards—an industry 
which is capable of great expansion—to 
the verge of extinction. In these days 
nobody contends that the labourer is not 
worthy of his hire. He is entitled to the 
highest rate of pay that industry can 
afford ; but he is not entitled to take more 
from industry than he puts into it, Mr. 
Aston put forward the proposal that the 
Minister for Economics should preside at 
a round-table conference, representative of 
all sections of Capital and Labour, at 
which the possibility of making a universal 
“cut”? in wages on a given date should be 
discussed. If the scheme could be carried 
out, its results would be excellent; but 
we can see many barriers against its ful- 
filment. 

The other chief Ireland's 
economic plight is the campaign of de 
struction. . Trade and industry cannot 
flourish in such conditions, Hundreds of 
persons with money to invest have leit 
our shores, the desire of foreign 
capitalists to develop our existing and 
potential industries is not so keen as it 
was a year ago. The restoration of order 
is the country’s greatest need; for, as 
Mr. Aston says, “any prolonged continu- 
ance of the present policy of killing the 
goose that lays the golden eggs can lead 
only to individual and national bank- 
ruptcy.” The banks, it is true, have had 
a successful half-year’s trading; but, as 
we pointed out last Saturday, this cannot 
be taken as an indication of national 
prosperity. Money is not wealth, As Sir 
J. M. Barrie reminds us in “ The Admirable 
Crichton,” wealth and the production of 
wealth have very little to do directly with 
money. Wealth is the sum of the goods 
and services with which we can supply the 
world in exchange for other goods and 
services. The destruction of railways and 
the other outrages which are of daily 
occurrence diminish our ability to produce | 
goods and render services, and thus strike 
at the root of national prosperity. When 
peace is restored and Labour takes a wiser 
view of the question of wages and output 
Ireland's economic outlook will begin to 
improve, but not till then. These are the 
keys of prosperity, and, provided they are 
secured before the country’s powers of 
recuperation have been tested too far, the 
improvement will be rapid. We have seen 
in the case of Belgium’ what patient and 
tireless industry can achieve when it is 
exercised on a national scale. We are glad 
to note from Mr. Aston’s address that 
Irish engineers are thinking seriously of 
the work that lies ahead of them. It is a 
great task, and it needs careful examina-

War Clouds. 


The prospects of a successful issue from 
the Lausanne Conference have virtually dis- 
appeared. The Allies have prepared a draft 
treaty which they are presenting to the 
Turks ; but there is little hope of its accept- 
ance, and the dangers of a complete break- 
down in the negotiations are very real? 
In this event Europe must be ready to 
face some nasty~ possibilities. In an 
interview with a correspondent yesterday, 
Adnan Bey, Turkish Governor-General] of 
Constantinople, declared that war was in- 
evitable. The Turkish delegation, he said, 
may leave Lausanne‘at any moment, and 
they have no intention of waiting for 
another conference if a rupture should 
come. “The shortest road to peace’ may 
be another war,” This statement is as 
definite as it is arrogant. It is supported 
by the words of Mustapha Kemal Pasha 
at his. mother’s graveside in. Smyrna. 
“If my country is called again to take 
up arms to fight for independence,’ 
he proclaimed, “I shall never “lay 
them down until liberty has béen 
achieved.” Adnan Bey and Mustapha 
Kemal. Pasha are among the . moderate 
leaders of Turkish opinion. The real ex- 
tremists ‘are’ at Angora, where the final 
decision will be taken. The National 
Assembly is spoiling for a fight. It is 
faced with the problem of maintaining w 
large army in Anatolia, and the truth 
seems to be that the military chiefs have 
succeeded in getting the upper hand. The 
members of the National Assembly in the 
main are very proyjncial in their outlook ; 
and, having conquered the Greeks, they 
are convinced that their military forces 
are incapable of defeat. Of course, there 
is always the chance that, as in the case 
of: Mudania, the Turks at Lausanne may 
decide at the last moment to accept the 
Allies’ terms; but it is a very poor chance, 
and the Allies cannot afford to take any 
unnecessary risks. 

According to Major-General” Sir F. 
Maurice, whose review of the situation we 
print to-day, the ‘Turks, if they decide to

Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha -has not a very efficient transport 
service at his disposal, and in view of the 
fact that his army took a whole month to 
cover tha two hundred miles between 
Smyrna and Chanak, the journey. of seven 
hundred ‘miles from the Straits to the 
borders of Mosul would be likely to occupy 
a considerable period of time. General 
Maurice believes, therefore, that, if the 
Tarks attack at all, they will attack in 
the neighbourhood of the Straits, where 
Allied troops apparently still are 
stationed. In the meanwhile the Greeks 


‘seem also to be preparing for a re- 


newal of hostilities. A large concen- 
tration of forces is reported from 
Western Thrace, and, if the Turks should 
attack on the Straits, the Greeks almost 
certainly would make an attempt to cross 
the Maritsa in order to regain one of their 
lost provinces. Fortunately, there is a 
fairly strong Allied force on the Maritsa, 
and, as the Greek Foreign Minister said 
yesterday, even the revolutionary leaders 
have no desire to fall foul of Britain and 
France. Nevertheless, the danger: of a 
general outbreak cannot be ignored, and 
the British Government ought to take 
every precaution for the safety of its 
troops. A war of some kind seems to be 
almost inevitable in the Near East. 
Britain’s chief care should be to keep out 
of it. 


Irish Tobacco. 


The first tobacco to be grown in Europe 
was planted by Sir Walter Raleigh at 
Myrtle Grove, as his house in Youghal 
was, and still is called, and that is cer- 
tainly the first place at which the noxious 
week was smoked in Ireland. Prior to 
1831 a good deal of tobacco was grown in 
Southern Ireland for local consumption, 
but after that date cultivation of the plant 
was prohibited by law. It was reintroduced 
as an experiment in 1900 under the 
auspices of the Board of Agriculture, in 
order to ascertain if tobacco could be 
grown in Ireland of a commercial quality 
or in commercial quantities. In 1914 ex- 
tensive schemes for growing Irish tobacco 
were undertaken by Sir Nugent Everard 
in Meath and Lord Dunraven in Limerick, 
but they were abandoned owing to the 
war. Yesterday the Agricultural Commis- 
sion. went into the entire question of 
tobacco culture in Ireland in some detail. 
It cannot be said that the evidence of the 
experts, as a whole, was of an optimistic 
character. One manufacturer declared that 
at the outside only fivé per cent, of Lrish 
tobacco could be added to ninety-five 
per cent. of imported tobacco if a saleable 
article were to be produced. Mr. G. N. 
Keller, the Department's expert, regarded 
the matter from the agricultural] standpoint. 
“I think,” he told the Commission, “ that 
the entire duty should be taken off Irish 
tobacco, not to make it a ‘paying proposi- 
tion,’ which is not the object, but to place 
the industry on. an industrial basis.” To 
make it profitable, he added, it would be 
necessary to go into considerations of what 
would become of the duty remitted. This 
means, if it means anything, that Irish- 
grown tobacco, upon which no duty has 
been paid, or on which the amount of the 
duty is remitted to the grower in the shape 
of a bonus, could find an economic market. 
Nobody held out the slightest hope that, 
except under a system of generous spoon- 
feeding, Irish tobacco could ever compete 
with the cheaper grown, cheaper dried, 
better quality tobaccos of India or the 
United States. 


A Strange Bequest. 


A well-known judge once declared that 
many testators looked upon a will as a 
legitimate means of doing something that 
they could not do in. their life-time. 
Certainly, an astonishing number of wills 
made by quite sane and well-conducted 
persons contain eccentric, and even 
ridiculous, provisions ; and the fact that 
none of these provisions ever becomes 
effective does not deter subsequent 
testators from attempting to fasten 
equally eccentric duties upon their 
executors. Such legacies and bequests 
can be attacked in a number of ways. 
The testator’s sanity may be impeached. 
Generally, the testator or testatrix was 
perfectly sane and can be proved to have 
been so. In that event the eccentric pro- 
vision still may be attacked on the ground 
that it is against public policy or that 
the money is sought to be devoted to what 
is known as a superstitious use. Never- 
theless, it is not always easy to decide 
what is a superstitious use and what is 
against public policy. The Chancery 
Division of the English High Court 
has given its decision in the case of a 
testator who left three thousand pounds 
to the Londgn Spiritualistic Alliance for 
the training’ of mediums. |The bequest 
was bad, as such bequests generally are, 
as violafing the rule against perpetuities ; 
and it remained to be decided whether 
the Court would administer the trust as 
one for the public benefit. The Court 
found that the Alliance had failed to 
satisfy it that such a trust would enure to 
the public benefit, and held that the 
bequest was invalid. In the condition in 
which Spiritualism is to-day few will 
question the decision. :

THE RUHR PROBLEM. 


Situation Reviewed by Our 


Special Correspondent. 
———

Armed occupation of the Ruhr basin nas 
mi ited all German political partiés in one 
great Naticnalist group, so far as external 
politics are concerned. For the first time 

German — are 
rallying to the German national flag. ? 

F howe talked with German labour chiefs 
in the Rhineland and the Ruhr, men on whom 
depen?s the decision of the workers. They 
are united in deploring the necessity for turn- 
ing from the paths of internationalism to 
those of nationalism, but they are more than 
ready to excuse the action on the ground that 
their very existence is menaced by French 
capitelisti imperialism. 

Vhile all denunciation of France and 
threats of future revenge, uttered in the heat 
of anger, must. be discoanted, there is no mis- 
taking the feeling in the territories occupied 


by the French Army. | 


I talked with a retired German Army 
officer. “ We conducted ourselves in this last 
war better than we should have,” ne told me. 
“ We tried to make this war a white page Ir 
history. We got lies and abuse in return. 
The next time we invade France we will leave 
nothing living. They don’t deserve to live. 

This officer, in his expressed opinion, re 
presents the extremists’ opinion as to how 
the next war must be conducted, but every- 
one, from workers to industrial magnates, 1s 
thinking anil dreaming of the day of re- 
venge. Every move of the French Army 
only adds fuel to the flames. 

This hatred is no new thing. A legacy 
of generations of wars, it has filled the hearts 
of Germans since the day of the armistice. 
It has grown little by little. It would prob- 
ably have reached the present fervour on 
some future day had the French stayed out 
of the Rubr, but France’s attempt to force 
the German industrialists to pay up fanned 
it quickly into a blaze. 

Even ahould the French occupation of the 
Ruhr fail to bring out the cash, it has taught 
the rest of the world to realise what the French 
people have long known—that they must fight 
Germany again some future day, and God help 
France if she stands alone when Germany Is 
able to make war. 

The French justify their action in the Ruhr 
by the fact that they have received practically 
nothing so far on Reparations account, They 
declare that the German refusal to pay 18 
bluff and evasion; that the country 1s in- 
dustrially more rich to-day than any other 
nation in Europe, and that unless heavy pres- 
sure is brought to bear evasion will only con- 
tinue until Germany is strong enough to resist 
by arms.

An American official, in a recent letter home, 
summed up France's attitude in one short 
sentence when he said: “ France wants both 
to milk the German cow and to kill it. If this 
is impossible, she would prefer to see the cow 


Neutral observers, such as this man, declare 
that France is now pushing this policy to the 
utmost; that she does not much care what the 
outcome is—whether the Ruhr invasion leads 
to payment by Germany of a Reparation sum 
near the figure of the London agreement or 
the complete destruction of the rich Rubr in- 
dustrial district and the crippling of al? other 
German industry. 

For the present German resistance will 
remain passive. If they do not succeed in this 
within the next fortnight, France has won for 
the present, and the Ruhr move from being a 
terrible blunder will have become at least a 
partial success. 

There is much to be collected from the 
Ruhr and the Rhineland under the new sanc- 
tions if the workers will remain at their posts. 

I. asked the Italian delegate to the Rhine- 
land Commission recently whether the French 
will be able to collect anything from the Cus- 
toms régime and other sanctions in excess of 
the expense of their application, recalling that 
the British and American Préss declared in 
1921 that the sanctions had met with a nega- 
tive result. 

‘During three months the sanctions on 
the customs barrier were in operation in 
1921,” he replied, *‘ a billion ayd a half paper 
marks were collected. They represented about 
a hundred million marks in gold. The total 
cost of collection in excess of the normal 
occupation expenses was 33 million paper 
marks, or about two million marks in gold.”

From the new sanctions France expects to 
realise at least a billion gold marks yearly. 
They have within their lines of occupation 
40 per cent. of the German industry and 90 
per cent. of the German coal. But if the 
workers continue on strike this potential in- 
come will shrink to infinitesimal proportions. 
The immediate outcome rests with the largely 
Communistic members of the Ruhr. 

Everything has been done thus far that 
German ingenuity ca: think of to hamper 
the French in their work. Railways have 
been torn wh and telephone lines cut. The 
Germans delay and hamper the French tele- 


\graphic communications, and force the French 


military lines to bear all the burden of the 
Engineers Commissions’ correspondence, as 
well as official army despatches. 

The Germans have cut off the light at the 
Kaiserhof Hotel at Essen, which is the home 
of the French Engineers’ Commission. A 
German lineman appears once a day and cuts 
the telephone wires from the ball switchboard 
to the rooms. No sooner are they repaired 
than they are cut again. 

No French can be spoken over the Ruhr 
telephone circuits. Only German is permitted, 
except in the case of English and American 
newspaper correspondents.

It is a pity. that the Salmon 
edition rather spoils passages in the largo by 
modernisations introduced into the accomipani- 
ment. In the finale of the sonata we hear the 
carillon of bells that bring the work to 
triumphal conclusion.

The only other way would be 
such a flow of our manufactures that the 
markets of the United States would be 
seriously affected. There could be no 
stream of guns, foodstuffs, and munitions 
of war which was the form in which we 
received the money for our Allies, Franca 
and Italy.

VISITS. THE TOMB.

PHARAOH’S ROBES, 


__ LUXOR, Monday. 

To-day was fortunately cool, with the sky 
slightly overcast, but the gain of a good half- 
hour is important on days of blazing sunshine. 
_On his arrival at the scene of the excava- 
tions, Lord Carnarven was met by Mr. Carter, 


Mr. Callender, all members of his staff. 
He first. visited the tomb of Seti the Second, 
which is used as a laboratory, Here he was 
etilabled to eee to better advantage things 
which formerly he saw only in confusion io 
the original tomb. 
Among articles conspicuous for -rarity of 
beauty, over which the party spent the most 
time, was a wonderful painted box, apparently 
of wood, with scenes of King Totankhamen 
hunting lions in colours that are still vivid. 
Among the walking sticks, one that is espe- 
cially interesting is ornamented thronghout the 
whole of its length with beetle wings. Some 
of the royal slippers are exquisite with their 
jewelled ornamentation. 
ROYAL ROBES. 

The leather of the slippers, however, has 
entirely perished and practically melted into 
glue in the course of the centuries, so that 
they need extremely careful] handling. 
here is a box, but no one vet has done 
more than lift the lid and glance at it; but on 
the top is piled disintegrated fabric which may 
hold all sorts of unguessable treasures. 
Below are a golden scarab and a miniature 
cobra, admirably real, apparently of bronze, 
inlaid with silver. Besides many thousands of 
beads, the royal robes in the larger chests have 
yielded scores of gold-covered buttons. 
The chief gem of the articles now in the 
laboratory, however, is a wonderful throne or 
chair of State, all sheathed in gold, with lidn- 
headed arm rests and lion legs. The seat is 
intricately inlaid, but its greatest beauty is 
the back, which is inlaid with pictures of the 
King and Queen in their royal robes of truly 
thrilling beauty. 
The flesh portions of the figures seem to be 
cornelian, while the ornaments, drestes, head- 
dresses, embroideries, and so forth, are all 
rendered in exquisitely fine inlaying of semi- 
precious stones. 

All these things Lord Carnarvon spoke of 
with the greatest admiration. Later he 
entered Tutankbamen’s tomb, of which the 
ante-chamber is nearly cleared. There is the 
possibility that the hidden chamber or 
chambers may contain many more similar, or 
even better objects, and these may require 
immediate attention. 

There are many caskets and bexes which, 
so far, have been barely glanced at, let alone 
investigated. Their contents may yet contain 
pleasant and important surprises 

TWO YEARS’ WORK. 

The recording and preservation, it may be 

inted out, include the reconstitution of the 
abrics with their original ornamental design.

Jail sentences totalling 2,000 years and 

fines amounting to more than $5,000,000 have 

been i ged for violations of the Federal 

Prohibition Law, acecording to a summary of 

the past eighteen months in this field, issued 

by the Department of Justice. 

These figures are based on reports received 

from United States Attorneys upon al] liquor 

cases handled in their districts between July, 

1921, and December, 1922. 

There have been 58,862 cases in the eighteen 

months period reported to the eighty-eight 

Departments of Justice offices in the United 

States. 

United States attorneys, acting for the De- 

partment of Justice, have secured 27,301 con- 

victions, with jail sentences aggregating 2,045 

years, and fines totalling $5,220,558.2. 

There were pending on the dockets of the 

Federal Courts 21,850 cases undisposed of on 

December 1, 1922, with over ó, new cases

PRINCIPLE OF EGYPTIAN

DRAMA DEVELOPING,

DUSSELDORF, Monday. 
The drama in the Ruhr is rapidly develop- 
ing, and M. le Trocquer and General Wey- 
gand arrived this morning on their return 
from Paris, 

This is the sign ‘of the opening of the new 
phase of the struggle, and it is announced 
that it is to be inaugurated by the wholesale 
arrest and expulsion of German functionaries, 
which had already begun last night. 

Herr Schmidt, the first Burgomaster of 
Dusseldorf, and Dr. Oexle, who were arrested 
a few days ago, have been expelled to Kiber- 
feld, and all over the region the French de- 
clare that they have encountered the same 
tefusal to co-operate with them, and a general 
clearance is to be made of the recalcitrants. 
My information is that a list of between two 
and three hundred of them has been prepared. 
The French base their action on The Hague 
Convention, which lays it down that civil 
authorities in occy ied territory shall ‘ender 
obedience to the is facto Government, and, 
say that if the German officials prefer to 
maintain allegiance to Berlin they must in- 
dulge themselves elsewhere. 

.This afternoon a Conference, to which great 
importance is attached, was-held here at the 
Stahlhof—the French headquarters. In #1di- 
tion to M. le Trocquer, General Weygand 
and General Degoutte, there were present M. 
Tirard, the French representative on the 
Inter-Allied Rhineland Commission, M. Coste, 


the Ruhr, and M. Tannery, finance expert, 

General Godley, in command of the Jritish 
troops .at Cologne, came up from Cologne and, 
though present, took no part in the discus- 
sions. 

A brief semi-official. statement says that the 
purposes of the Conference were to examine 
the situation. M. le Trocquer and General 
Weygand have already left for Paris. 

It is stated here that General Degoutte is to 
remain in command of the Allied troops on 
the Rhine. 

The genéral railway situation remains as it 
was when I wrote last night. 

I learn this evening from Cologne that, in 
consequence of the interruption of the traffic 
between Belgiam and the Rhine, the British 
Army was this morning cut off from communi- 
cation. The first inconvenience was the non- 
arrival of mails with letters and papers from 
England. 

Dusseldorf is still closed down, and a 
and Essen can be reached only by road, ‘Tle 
telegraphists at the central office have teen 
idle throughout the day, in consequence of 
the ‘continued occupation of their officé by 
the French, and for the greater portion of the 
day the telephonic communication has been 
practically impossible. 

Before the end of the week, Germany, as I 
have informed you, is likely to be faced with 
practica! severance from the Ruhr, or accept- 
ance of France’s conditions. 

She continues to declare that France has 
set herself an impossible task. Growing re- 
sistance throughout -the region occupied has 
made it so far impossible to obtain anything 
towards reparations.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS :—~ 


We do not know how. Turkey will choose, 
but the British duty is plain. Peace with 
Turkey is a great British \interest, and the 
effort to attain it should not be relaxed. But 
there should be no thought of purchasing 
peace ‘by concessions that would bring, in the 
long run,. not peace, but an -endless series of 
troubles. ‘The limit of concession has been 
reached at Lausanne. On the question of 
Mosul,. for instance, there should be no hint 
of yielding. To admit the Turks to territory 
which we hold in trust would do more than 
expose to danger the Mesopotamia Arabs, 
towards whom we have accepted definite obli- 
ations at the hands of the League of Nations. 
t would mean imperilling the whole fabric of 
British interesta in the Middle East, and 
giving occasion for disturbances and very 
serious complications that might extend to the 
Suez Canal, on the one side, and the borders 
of India on the other. 

The problem of Mosul must remain where 
it has been placed—at the discretion of the 
League of Nations. Meanwhile, its defence is 
not a question of a garrison on the spot. 
There are other methods of pressure, and on 
the European side we shall assuredly now ro 
tire from Gallipoli until the Turks give proof 
by making peace on our terms, that they will 
respect the sanctity of our dead. . Those 
cemeteries amid the barren hills by the 
A&gean are a symbol of the magnificent 
struggle of the British Empire in the great 
crisis of our history. 

No British Government that is responsive 
to the instincts of the Empire can abandon 
them to the Turks while they are still so 
impervious to ordinary notions of chivalry 
as Ismet Pasha showed himself to be last 
week. The watch and ward over those graves 
must be secure. We can afford to be firm,

GENERAL TRADE IMPROVEMENT. 


Commenting editorially upon its customary 
survey of the world’s finance and commerce 
during the past year, which it. presénta fo its 
readers to-day, 7Ae Times remarks :— As on 
former occasions, thé review is devoted mainly 
to the economic experience of this country, 
but space ie found also for a picture of con- 
ditions in other parts of the world. The past 
year in Great Britain was one of gradual 
recovery from the profound industria] depres- 
sion ef 1921, and the period following the 
““boom " that came after the war. That full 
recovery has not taken place as yet is within 
the knowledge of the most casual observer of 
economic events. It is, indeed, proved »y the 
fact that there are still 1,500,000 persons 
without employment in the country. But it 
is possible to take comfort from the know- 
ledge that there has been a general trade im- 
provement, that many industries, owing to the 
eacrifice of masters and men alike, are at 
last placed once more on an economic basi, 
and that thanks to the unparalleled exertions 
of the British taxpayer the pound, as Dr. 
Walter Leaf shows, is *‘ looking the dollar in 
the eye.”’ 


KILLINEY OUTRAGE. 


PASSENGER TRAIN BURNED. 

The 10.7 p.m. passenger train from Bray 
to Dublin was “ held np ” at Killiney Station 
by armed mean last night, sprinkled. with 
petrol, and destroyed by fire. 

When the train arrived at the station a 
party of men, who were armed with revolvers, 
nad taken possession of the station, 
approached the train, and ordered the 
driver, fireman, and passengers to alight. 

A section of the party herded the terror- 
stricken passengers into the waitipg room, 
and kept them under cover there. 

The other men sprinkled ‘the carriages with 
petrol and set them on fire. They then 
opened the engine and set the train in 
motion. 

The blazing train ran out of the station, 
the breeze ianning the flames. 

It came toa stop about half a mile from the 
station, outside. the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police area, and the carriages quickly burned 
themselves out within sight of those on the 
platform. The gas tank underneath blew up 
with a loud explosion. 

When the passengers, who had been re- 
moved from the train, were released by their 
captors, they made their way to Dalkey, where 
the stationmaster had detained a train, which 
took them to Dublin. 

It will be recalled that an unsuccessful 
attempt was made on Christmas Eve to burn 
the 10.7 p.m. train at the same hour and at 
the same station.

The raiders refused, 
however, to allow her to collect any personal 
belongings. She was obliged to awaken 
her four young children, who had already 
been in bed for some time. The only other 
occupants of the house were the maid and a 
governess. 

LAYING THE MINE. 

While a conple of men were supervising 
the. family’s departure from the house, the 
remainder of the party were laying the mine. 

When Mrs. Corrigan had taken her chil- 
dren from bed -she was ushered hurriediv 
out of the hotise-on to the lawn. They had 
barely obtained shelter in a neighbouring 
residence when the mine exploded with 
terrific force. | 

The roof of the house was blown off, and 
the side walls collapsed, leaving only the 
gable ends standing. Several windows in 
houses in the Leiuster road were shattered 
by the concussion, but the detonation was 
more severely felt in honses situated far away 
than in those immediately adjoining 25 
Leinster road. 

Mrs, Corrigan and her servant were much 
distressed by their experience. 

At 10.4 o'clock the Rathmines Fire Brigade 
arrived, but as no outbreak of fire developed 
their assistance was not required. 

Mr. M. A. Corrigan drove in a motor car 
to Leinster road immediately on hearing of 
the destruction of his house. 

When an Trish Times reporter visited 
Leinster road, there was a good deal of mili- 
tary activity in the neighbourhood. No pedes- 
trians or vehicles were allowed within fifty 
yards of the destroyed building. A military 
“Sar, was posted within the gates of the 

ouse, and permission to inspect the premises 
was not granted 

Shreds oí clothing were seen to have been 
scattered about the lawn, and other ehreds 
floated from shrubs, walls. and railings. 

Our representative learned that immediately 
after the explosion young men were +reen 
running .ranidiy along Grosvenor square, at 
the rear of Leinster road. It is surmeed 
that the raiders had deposited the mine in the 
plot in front of the house before knocking for 
admittance, é 


MILITARY PRECAUTIONS. 

Although all was then quiet, steps had been 
taken by the military to prevent any possible 
further danger to residents in the locality. 

A soldier was stationed im Leinster road 
about fifty yards from the ‘wrecked building, 
and, rifle in - hand, stopped all civilians who 
sought to pass from the south end. At this 
point a crowd had gathered, which rapidly in- 
creased, “dnd remained éxpectantly in the 
street for some tame. 

On. the street outside were collected a 

number of people—the inmates of neighbour- 
ing houses. They spoke excitedly among them- 
selves, long aiter the explosions, fearing. to re- 
enter their homes until they cca'd be assured 
that there was no further danger. 
e The house next door is separated from the 
one destroyed by a lawn about four or five 
yards: only in breadth, but no warning’ of 
what was to be done was given to the inmates 
by the wreckers. 

The house was badly shaken by the ex- 
plosion, out no damage was done. 

The occupant of the next-door cottage said : 
“The explosion did little harm to my house. 
In fact, it did a little good, for it swept the 
chimneys clean.”’ 

It — that windows were smashed in 
every house for many yards along the street, 
and, according to one informant, so great was 
the force of the explosion that wearing apparel 
was blown through the windows of several 
cottages and out on to the road.

REPRISAL FOR A DEATH. 


Almost simultaneously with the visit of 
the raiders to Leinster road, eight men, armed 
with revolvers, called to 13 lona road, the 
residence of Mr. W. G. Brewster, manager of 
the Independent Newspapers, Ltd. Having 
been admitted to the house, the men dis- 
mantled the telephone, and then ordered Mr. 
Brewster, his wife and daughter out on to 
the road. This order was enforced at the 
point of the revolver. The raiders stated 
‘hat they were going to set fire to the house 
as a reprisal for the death of one of their 
men called Tuohig. 

Lhey then sprinkled ‘he interior of the 
house with petrol and oil, set it ablaze, and 
took their departure, 

The: Fire’ Brigade was summoned at. once, 
and succeeded in getting the flames. under 
control. Before any extensive destruction 
could be caused the fire had been extincuished. 
The contents of three rooms, however, were 
seriously damaged.

BALLSBRIDGE WRECK. 


LANSDOWNE ROAD HOUSE 
BLOWN UP. 


The private residence, No. 56 Lansdowne 
road, Pembroke, was vixtually wrecked by a 
mine, or mines, just before 10 o'clock last 
night. Every pane of glass in the building 
was blown out, the doors wrenched off their 
hinges, ceilings and walls torn, and furniture 
shattered. Houses on each side of No. 56 
were damaged. : 

At, about, 9.50 last night a large touring car 
pulled up outside the house, which is a three- 
storey, semi-detached building, lying some 
thirty yards from the roadway. 

Two men went to the front door and rang 
the bell. The occupants of the house at the 
moment were John Dennison, aged 6; Thomas 
Dennison, aged 17; and Miss Ruby Dennison, 
brothers and sister. 

Thomas Dennison went to the door and 
asked what was wanted. He was asked to 
open the der, and refused. 

Some. of the men then descended the area, 
and, breaking a window, obtained admission. 
They ran up stairs, and, with revolvers in 
their hands, ordered the occupants to leave, 
saying that the house was going to be blown 
up. The two boys and girl ran out and took 
refuge in a house on the opposite side of the 


road. 
LAYING THE MINES. 

Lansdowne road is ill-lit and very quiet. 
Nobody can tell exactly what the raiders did 
next, but presumably they carried mines into 
the house and placed them in the lower rooms. 

Certainly, a large mine was put in the 
basement kitchen, and probably smaller ones 
in’ the drawing and ‘dining rooms. - The 
car was then driven away, and less than á 
minute later there was a great explosion. 

It must be surmised that the mines were 
fired by a single electric contact from some 
adjacent safety ‘point. Glass was scattered 
all over the road in front and in the garden 
at the rear. Portions of the roof flew off 
and dropped some hundreds of yards away. 
Ceilings collapsed, doors were torn off, and 
furniture was blown and smashed against the 
walls. 

lt would appear that the raiders knew some- 
thing of explosives and explosions. They 
“tamped ” the mine in the basement with 
heavy. articles, and closed all the windows and 
doors in the house, thus confining the power 
of the explosion. 

People in adjoining houses were badly 
frightened. A neighbouring resident told a: 
Trish Times representative that it was “ the 
finest explosion that he had ever heard.” His 
drawinzgroom window and fanlizht fell in, 
and he himself fell out of his chair. Pieces 
of slate and masonry rattled on his roof. The 
back of the house is some two hundred yards 
from the rear of Beggar's Bush Barracks, but 
the houses in Shelbourne road intervene, and 
the barracks buildings are not visible. 

National soldiers and members of the Doblin 
Metropolitan, Police arrived on the scene 
within a few minutes of the’explosion, but 
the raidefs had by that time, of course, got 
clear away. 

BELFAST REFUGEES? 

According to Thom’'s Directory,; 1022, No. 
56 Lansdowne road is vacant. In the neigh- 
bourhood the hor #@ was-known as the “ Bel- 
fast Refugees’ iivuse,”” it being generally 
understood that a Mr. Wilson, who had been 
forced to leave Belfast some months ago, and 
a Mr. Denison, lived there. 

Ten months ago the house was occupied 
by a number of men, women and children, 
who said that they were Roman Catholics, 
and had been driven out of Belfast. 


A CRUMLIN FIRE. 


VALUABLE FURNITURE 
DESTROYED. 


All the incendiary outbreaks appeared to 
have occurred at about the same hour, It 
was nine minutes past ten when the Rath- 
mines Fire Brigade received a call to Walkins- 
town House, Crumlin, which is the property 
of Alderman William Flanagan, the father- 
in-law of President Cosgrave. 

The house, which is a substantial two- 
storeyed dwelling, is occupied by the 
Alderman and Mrs. William B. Flanagan. 

When the raiders arrived Mrs. Flanagan 
and a clergyman were inside. They were 
both ordered peremptorily to leave the house. 
After their departure the raiders gathered 
furniture, carpets, etc., together in the 
different’ rooms, sprinkled them with petrol, 
and set them ablaze. 

When the Fire Brigade arrived at bout 

10.30 o'clock they found the sittingroom and 
hallway in flames. A line of hose was im- 
mediately laid, and after a short time the fire 
was extinguished. Virtually every article of 
furniture in the sittingroom was destroyed, 
including a large and expensive piano. 
The walls of the room and hallway were 
badly scorched by the flames. The other 
rooms of the house’ bad also been saturated 
with petrol by the raiders, but thanks to the 
timely peace of the brigade the flames had 
not time to spread to those portions. 


ATTACK ON CITY HALL.

TWO BOMBS THROWN, 


At 9.30 o'clock last night two bombs were 
thrown at the National Army post at the 
City Hall, Dublin. They chipped bits off the 
frontage of the Hall and the Castle street 
side of the building, but nobody was injured. 
The attackers retreated down Parliament 
street, and, seeing a military lorry passing 
along the North quays, opened fire on it. with 
revolvers. The fire was returned by the 
troops, but no casualties are reported. 

The soldiers at the City Hall did not reply 
to the attack, but for some time afterwards 
the troops patrolled the streets and searched 
pedestrians.

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SHARP DIVISION IN THE 


OABINET. 


PREMIER OPPOSED TO 
ACCEPTANCE. 


From Oun POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Monday. 

The Cabinet is expected to consider at its 
meeting to-day Mr, Baldwin's report of his 
debt negotiations at Washington. The at- 
mosphere in political circles suggests that the 
Chancellor will not find it an easy task to 
convince the Cabinet that the American pro- 
posal is one that ought to be accepted. 

There ate two views in the cabinet, and 
the critics of the American terms are sup- 
posed to be numerically the stronger. 

It is inferred from statement to inter- 
viewers at Southampton that Mr. Baldwin 
thinks ‘‘ we cannot do better than accept the 
United States offer.” Mr. Bonar Law is be- 


lieved to be among those Ministers who so | 


far have been unable to accept this view. It 
is argued that if we settle now on terms that 
ate regatded as generous, it will not be pos- 
sible to reopen the question Jater, even if the 
whole atmosphere surrounding the question of 
international indebtedness became favourable 
to a general understanding. 

Mr. Bonar Law has never concealed his 
hostility to the proposition that we alone of 
the Allied countries should pay what is 
virtually an indemnity. In his last public 
reference to the subject he said:—‘‘I am 
convinced that to make that payment (the 
debt to America) without receiving any from 
outside sources—i.c., Continental debts and 
reparations—would reduce the standard of 
living in this country for a generation, and 
would be a burden upon us which no one who 
talks of it now has any conception of. We 
cannot do it.” 

Those who oppose the suggested terms think 
that the disadvantage of paying the 5 per 
cent. interest rate for another year, or even 
two, would ultimately be more than out- 
weighed by the advantages which postpone- 
ment of.a settlement to a more favourable 
moment would bring. 

Supporters of the offer believe that the 
country is now confronted with the most 
favourable terms which America is ever likely 
to offer. 

In some quarters it is suggested that the 
iseue is one of so much consequence to the 
taxpayers in the ínturé that more than one 
Cabinet meeting will be devoted to its con- 
sideration. 


TRALEE MURDER 


DENOUNCED BY DEAN 
. OLEARY, 


The Very Rev. Dean O'Leary, P.P., V.G., 
at St. John’s Church, Tralee, on Sunday 
denounced the murder of Driver Daniel Daly 
from the pulpit. 

He said :'— On Tuesday evening last the life- 
blood of*Daniel Daly, a railway worker, was 
shed by assassins on that street outside— 
that street which faces our church and the 
tabernacie ! What are the circumstances! 
Daniel Daly, a member of the railway 
workers, a body of most respectabie 
men, and respected by every decent per- 
son in this country for the magnificent 
loyalty of service given to their country and 
employers, had returned to his home After his 
hard and Aonest day’s work. Outside his 
humble home loitered a number of men 
animated by foul purpose and intent, 

A neighbourin fellow werler visiting Daly's 
house informed him of what he had observed 
outside, and éxpressed apprehension as to 
these men’s object. Daly and his fellow- 
worker were entitled to rest at home, after 
their day’s work, but if Was their custom 
to go to church for evening devotions, and 
being men of courage they both left home for 
that: purpose. What a fine example to others. 

On his way to worship his Creator, Daniel 
Daly was attacked by lurking assassins, and 
a bullet was fired into his body, because he 
had shrunk from, and refused to obey? a 
wrong ahd wholly unauthorised command 
that would involve the destruction of thou- 
sands of pounds’ worth of the property of his 
employers. | Thus fell Daniel Daly,, loyal to 
his Christian duty and to his employers—a 
victim in the cause of virtue and honesty, 
a martyr to duty. His death was glorious 
in Heaven's sight, because with heroic 
courage he showed and proved himself faith- 
ful to duty, even unto death. He preferred 
death to dishonour, 

This is certainly some consolation to the 
poor widow and children he leaves behind, 
and 1, and all of us, with every member of 
that upright, honest, and respected body of 
men—the Irish railway-workers—feel a pride 
in him for his fine and heroic example of 
Christian character. 

When the first murder was committed on 
this earth, God gave us the idea of the true 
nature of the crime. He said to Cain—‘‘ The 
voice of thy brother’s blood crieth to Me from 
the earth. Now, therefore, cursed shalt thou 
be upon the earth, and fugitive and vagabond 
shalt thou be upon the earth.” 

There are loose ideas prevailing at present 
about. the shedding of blood; but Wwe must 
Jearn from the Voice of God and from the 
Church the views we should entertain about 
it. It is a crime that cries to Heaven for 
vengeance. Let us pray for the repose of the 
soul of Daniel Daly, and beseech God to turn 
his anger from our town on account of this 
callous and cowardly crime—this foul deed of 
murder. Eternal rest grant unto-him, O Lord, 
and let a Perpetual Light shine upon him.

The spring session of the National Assembly 
of the Church of England, which opened at the 
Church House yesterday afternoon, found 
dn the agenda subjects certain to arouse lively 
discussion. ' 

io meet this volume of. work, the Arch- 


bishop ia expected to propose that the summer. 


session, fixed for Juiy 46, be prolonged if 
necessary to July loth, and that measures 
should oe sent ior revision to committees 
where possible, 

The revised Prayer Book measure, putting 
forward ‘an alternative Prayer Book, will be 
submitted separately to each house. 2 

In the House of Bishops; the Bishops of 
Chichester, Coventry,..Ripon and Truro will 
be in charge; in the House of Clergy, Dr. W. 
H. Frere, and in the laity Lord Hugn Cecil; Sir 
Edward Clarke, and Colonel H.,L. Oldham. 

This is only one of. many contentious 
measures. The report as to the revision of the 
Psalter will give rise to much: discussion. 

A new measure takes the place of the 
Parochial Church Councils measnte, with- 
drawn by the Assembly ‘last summer. A 
clergyman objected to by a council wil) now 
have the right of appea). 

The strongest debating power of the leaders 
will be available to support this, including 
Lord ‘Parmoor, Dr. Temple, Lord- Selborne, 
Lord Wolmer, and the Dean of Westminster. 

The new democratic spirit is also visible in 
the group of measures to divide up the 
Diocese of Winchester, Southwell and Black- 
burn. The new bishops are not to be given 
stipends comparable to those of the older 
dioceses. . 

The new Bishops of Blackburn, Wight, and 
Guildford will réceive stipends of £35,000, 
£2,500 and £2,250, respectively, with a resi- 
dence. The stipend of the ‘Bishop of Wight 
is to be divided into £1,500 for personal in- 
come and £1,000 for expenses 

Two measares will givé much ‘satisfaction 
to those who are pressing for a reform of 
patronage. One abolishes the sale of livings, 
and~ another makes permahent provision so 
that benefices can be upited in cases where 
at Phe there aré smal] populations and 
inadequate stipends. 

The first measure affects vested interests in 
the Church, and will be opposed by certain 
sections. The economy party will agree with 
the second measure, which ia in charge of 
Sir Lewis Dibdin, Sir T. W .H. Inskip, and 
the Bishops of Durham and Manchester. 

Among other questions that may or may 
not be reached in this crowded week are the 
initial cost of dilapidations, the abolition of 
dual control in education, and pensions for 
clergy. These are highly technical questions, 
and two, at any rate, will probably be re- 
ferred to special committees for revision. 


CORK UNION INQUIRY. 


BISHOP AND SISTERS OF 
MERCY. 


The inquiry into the administration of the 
City of Cork Union by the Vice-Guardians 
was resumed last evening at the Courthouse, 
Cork,, by Mr. Seamus MacLysaght and an 
assessor. 

The inquiry was opened originally by three 
inspectors, and sat for six days at Cork Union, 
when armed men entered and terminated the 
proceedings. 

The Inspector yesterday said that he was 
there to resume the inquiry, which was 
adjourned last Wednesday week. He intended 
to sg! to the terms oí reference that had 
been drawn up for the inquiry, an@ the 
procedure would be somewhat in the same 
manner as former “©. ee ola we i 

" THE R8 OF MERCY. 

Mr. Galvin, solicitor, said that he was 
je for the Community of the Sisters of 
Mercy, and his lordship, the Bishop, 
intimated to the Reverend Mother of the 
Community that, for reasotis of religious 
discipline, he does not wish that a number of 
the Sisters who are engaged at the Cork 
Union should be called as witnesses. His 
lordship, he went on, is anxions to assist in 
every way the inquiry, and has no óbjection 
to the Matron of the Union continuing her 
evidence, and she will endeavour to give you 
every assistance that lies in her power. 
She will give you, so far as the rules 
of evidence permit it, any information which 
she has received from the other Sisters as to 
any reports of shortage that may have existed 
of coal, food, or necessaries, and she will give 
yon her own explanation of these reports. 
But his lordship has prohibited the other 
Sisters—of whom there are several—from at- 
tending to give evidence at the inquiry, and 
for that reason I will beg you to excuse any 
other Sisters engaged at the union, other than 
the Matron, from attending and giving 
evidence. 

THE BISHOP’S LETTER. 

The Inspector—Hes his lordship written a 
communication with reference to that matter? 

Mr. Galvin—His lordship communicated 
directly with the Rev. Mother, and the Rev. 
Mother communicated with me. I have the 
letter from his lordship to the Rey. Mother, 
but I think that as it is a personal letter it 
is better that I should not read it. 

The Inspector—I think I should be put in 
possession of the communication, if you do not 
mind. 

Mr. Galvin—Give me a moment to ask per- 
mission. 

The Inspector—Yes ; it is a question for the 
Court also whether it will agree to the letter’s 
not being read. 

Mr. Cottrell (solicitor for Mr. Good, 
Guardian)—If there is any objection to read- 
ing the letter personally I will dispense with

Mr. Murphy (solicitor for Mr. Higgins, 
Vice-Guardian}|—Of course, I do also. I raise 
no questions whatever on it. 

The letter having been handed to the In- 
gpector, he said that it was a very serious 
communication from his lordship, and one 
that was a very serious impediment to the 
collecting and sorting of the evidence essential 
to the inquiry.

VARYING VIEWS OF. 
EXPERTS. 


At the sitting of the Agricultural Com- 
mission, at 33 St. Stephen s Green, Dublin, 
yesterday, Mr. G. N. Keller,. tobacco, 
Departmént of Agriculture, said that all 
knowledge of tobacco growing in Ireland ‘had’ 
disappeared when the Irish Department of 
Agriculture made their first series of experi- 
ments in 1900. : 

Since 1904 the experiments had been car- 
ried out on commercial lines by private in- 
dividuals, who received assistance from the 
Department in the shape of grants and 
expert advice. A circumstafice which had 
greatly affected the trend and results of the 
tobacco experiments was the imposition of a 
high duty on the raw leaf. Had there been 
no duty on home grown leaf, as in most 
countries, it would have been more profit- 
able’ to ae simpler and cheaper methods 
for the p ion of heavy fielding types of 
tobacco, for which there would be a demand 
under the circumstances. 


TOBACCO-GROWING ADVANTAGES 


The an re of tobacco gtowing were 
that they afforded a relatively large amount 
of employment to old and young of both 
sexes. When properly cured and packed, 
tobacco was not a perishable crop, and the 
cured leaf could be sent cheaply and safely 
to .distant. markets. There were also some 
disadvantages, inasmuch. as that it was a 
dutiable article; it required a degree of: 
constant and careful attention, and an abun- 
dant supply of plant food. So long as 


| Irish grown tobacco had to compete on more 


or less equal terms with foreign tobaceo, and 
more especially with Colonial or Indian 
tobacco, under the present conditions of 
Imperial preference, the Irish farmer would 
not be in a position to grow tobacco in pre- 
ference to other crops usually grown in this 
country. : 


COOLIE LABOUR. 


In reply to the Chairman, the witness said 
that the duty on tobacco was enormous, and 
in the way that tobacco was bought by the 
ounce, it was practically impossible to 
any advantage to the consumer, unless there 
was a considerable reduction in the duty. 
Imperial preference had introduced into the 
market a competitor in the shape of the 
Irdian coolie, who worked for 2d. a day. 

Mr. Doyle—Do you think that the full duty 
should be taken off Irish-grown tobacco to 
make it a paying proposition? Not to make 
if a paying proposition. at is not the 
object. I consider that it is the logical and 
proper way of placing the industry on an 
industria! basis. To make it profitable, we 
would have to go into consideration of what 
would become of the duty remitted. 

In the course of statistics brought before the 
Commission, the witness mentioned £1,768,426, 
roughly, as the valde of the tobacco industry 
to Ireland, provided that we tanufactured 
all that we consumed. 


MANUFACTURER’S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. R. H. Goodbody, of the well-known 
tobacce manufacturing firm, said that Irish 
tobacco was thin in texture, and was almost 
RS to colour, and suffered consider- 
ably from rain. In mixing with foreign 
tobacco, 5 per cent. was about all that they 
could use of Irish, though they might be able 
to use up to 10 per cent, 

Answering Mr. Johnson, he said that 
tobaceo must be coloured black. It was not 
a colour fancy; it changed the flavour alto- 
gether. He thought that they had to blame 
the climate more than anything else. There 
was a change now from strong to fine tobacco 
and largely in cigarettes. Men smoked 
cigarettes now who would not dream of smok- 
ing them forty years ago.

BOTH SIDES SUFFER HEAVY 
LOSS. 


Siz National soldiers, under Captain Coye, 
who were convoying stores from Abbeyfeale 
to Brosna on Saturday evening, were am- 
bushed by 4 large number of armed men. 
They ame to the attack. Captain Coye 
was ed upon to surrender, but refused. 
Soon afterwards he was shot ‘dead, and three 
of his comrades were wounded. 

Commandant. Fallon, with eight soldiers, 

toceeded from Brosna to relieve Captain 
Coye of convoy duties at Castlemaine. They, 
also, were ambuscaded. Heavy firing was 
opened’ on them from selected cover. The 
troops returned the attack, and fought for 
five hours, till reinforcements arrived. 

After a hard fight the attackers withdrew, 
leaving three men captured, and having 
several wounded. 

soldiers then moved towards Abbey- 
feale and picked up Captain Coye, whose y 
had been stripped naked, and three wounded 
soldiers. Captain Coye was taken to Abbey- 
feale, and the wounded to St. John’s Hospi- 
tal, Limerick. Their- names are Darcy, 
Keogh, and Carey. Keogh, who is a native of 
Newcastle West, was seriously wounded. 
Captain Coye was a native of Craughwell, Co. 
Galway, and his remains have been taken 
there for interment. 

One of the attackers, named O'Connor, was 
shot dead, and another, named Lyons, of 
Duagh, was seriously wounded. O'Connor 
was & native of Knocknagoshel, on the Kerry 
border. 

Out Abbeyfeale Correspondent says :—The 
fight at Fealebridge was a much more serious 
encounter than was at first reported. 

Captain Coye fell, leading a patrol of five of 
the Ist Westerns, in the ambush at Kilmani- 
han, about 300 yards on the Brosna side of 
Fealebridge, Colonel-Commandant Fallon, with 
Captain English*and Captain Mortell, hearing 
the firing at Abbeyfeale, rushed.on a tender 
to the-scene; with a company of National 
troops at Kilconlea, about a mile and a-half 
from Abbeyfeale. The reinforcements ran 
into fire of armed men on the hill facing the 
Feale, but ot.

CURIOUS INCIDENT. 


When the King and Queen were driving 
out of St. Pancras Station, on their return 
from’ Sandringham, an ex-Serviceman with 
a cratch «snd stick rushed into the roadway. 
Later the man explained that he wanted to 
speak to the King. Their Majesties pro- 
gress was not delayed. 

No importance is attached in official circles 
to the action of the crippled man. He is out 
of work, and’ believes that the Royal Family 
can solve the unemployment question. After 
the incident he was removed to an infirmary 
to remain under observation for a time. 

According to a statement issued by Scot- 
land Yard, the man is Frank Abrahams, 
aged 34, single, and by trade a butcher. On 
previous occasions he has endeavoured to 
approach the King and Princess Mary. He 
served as a lance corporal in the Loyal North

A Dublin bricklayer to-day received three- 
pence per hour more chan his London counter- 
part; while, he understood, the latte r laid 
more than double the number of bricks per 
day, and consequently the cost of brick-laying 
in Dublin. was about 2)- times the 
figure. When they looked for the reason of 
the higher prices they had to pay they would 
inevitably find that the explanation was the 
same: high wages and low output. The more 
they studied t ition the more evident 
it would become that if they were to hold 
their own in the commercial world, or to 
survive as a nation, they must materially 
increase production, living upon the best re- 
turn that their industries could afford. 

Another form of — to which Mr. Aston 
referred was that em oe upon non-pro- 
ductive works. Non-produative workers, he 
said, should be the to agree to wa 
reductions if economic disaster was to 
averted. He suggested that a conference be 
held, to be presided over by the Minister of 
Economies, and to which Labour leaders and 
representative employers be invited, for the 
purpose of going into the whole wages ques- 
tion in its bearing upon their national life 
and its effects upon their economic future. 

He felt that if they were to have the wage 
reductions essential] to their future existence, 
the change could be brought about most 
equitably, and with the least hardship to al! 
concerned, by means of a general all-réund 
cut, to take effect upon a given date, and 
he believed there was more hope of carrying 
through such a programme than of effecting 
separate trade rate reductions.

oxidisation of the seam of the pipe, which 
was about fifteen years old.

STATEMENT BY EDUCATION 


MINISTER. 


Speaking to a representative of the Jrish 
Times yesterday, Dr. MacNeill, Minister for 
Education, said that the Civil Service Com- 
missioners for [reland went out of office auto- 
matically under the terms of the Treaty. Since 
then no Civil Service competitive examinations 
had been held in Ireland... Oí course, there 
had been qualifying examinations for positions 
which required to be filled immediately. 

Referring to his previous interview with 
Press representatives on the subject of Civil 
Service examinations, he wished to say that 
what he meant to convey was that these ex- 
aminations had exercised very considerable in- 
fluence upon education in the country districts 
oÍ Ireland. He did not hold that it was always 
a good influence. The system of Civil Service 
examinations would soon be taken up again in 
Ireland, but they would be cast in a mould 
which would make strongly for the study and 
development of the Irish language and for 
sound education generally. 


THE SECONDARY TEACHERS. 


The Government had great powers trans 
ferred to them in all Irish matters; and not 
least in educational affairs, and he was looking 
forward to the time when the secondary 
teachers would be placed in as advantagéous a 
position as regards their pay as the primary 
teachers were. He hoped to see the dividin 
line between the two systems disappear, an 
there was at pas under consideration a 
scheme for the better distribution of the funds 
in the equitable interest of the secondary 
teachers. He would like to see the whole 
status of teachers placed on a better footing 
than it was at present, and the teacher, 
whether primary or secondary, given the same 
status as any professional: man or woman ia 
the country. 

Asked as to the position of the Model Schools 
throughout the country, Dr. MacNeill: said 
that. he thought they might be used as a sort 
of higher primary schoo] or connecting link. 
between the primary and secondary systems. 

The whole aim of the education authority 
was to raise the standard of life of the people 
living on the land, so that they may be con- 
tent to live there, instead of rushing into the 
big towns and taking up such occupations as 
come to their hand.

EFFECT ON THE BAKERIES.

At the other bakeries supplies of imported 
flour are not affected, but there is rome 
danger of a sympathetic strike amongst the 
carters. In that event a serious situation 
as regards the public bread supply “would 
immediately arise. 


ABORTIVE CONFERENCE.

Both the 
King and the Ba in this instance have 
their original names as of the “ Aten”’ 
faith—namely, Tut-ankh-Aten and Ankh-s-en- 
pa-Aten ; and the workmanship of the throne 
is in the style of E] Amarna art.

TO THE RDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Perhaps, a letter in your influential 
may bring to notice what is a great 
want in this township. As one of the longest 
residents in Dun haire, have been 
struck by the apathy displayed by the Urban 
District Council in the matter of providing 
amusements and recreation grounds for the 
residents and for visitors in the summer. 
What is to prevent them from opening public 
lawn tennis courts? have an excellent 
site in the People’s Park. The transplanting 
of a few trees and the removal of an unsightly 
and unnecessary fountain would give space for 
at least six or seven full-size courts. 

Wherever municipalities have opened public 
courts they have á great success and 
much appreciated—in London so much so 
they are opening them for play on Sundays; in 
Blackpool they made over ,000 last year, 
and are laying down twenty additional courts. 
In Herbert Park, Ballsbridge, om an avera 
over 500 played weekly last season, and the 
Pembroke Council are, I believe, contemplat- 
ing the laying down of additional courts. The 
want of such facilities to play what now is 4 
thoroughly democratic game 1s greatly felt by 
the young business people of both sexes in this 
township. Tennis would be much more 
healthy for them than spending their time in 
the picture houses or parading up and down 
the pier—the only source of recreation or exer- 
cise that they at present have.

THE AGRICULTURAL 
COMMISSION, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—The Agricultural mmission now 
sitting seems to lead nowhere, while valuable 
time is being lost. The majority of the evi- 
dence already fee seems to be that oí 
criticism, mainiy oí. present conditions 
in the agricultural world. While one 
blames the high: transport rates, another 
lays the charge to. high cost of labour; but 
virtually none of those examined has come 
forward with a constructive suggestion as to 
how the industry in its present condition may 
be improved. Can it be possible that from a 
community eo closely co in agriculture 
there is none able to find a way out for the 
betterment of the country and the better con- 
ditions of the race? : 

A suggestion from the South the other day 
stated that farmers should advertise. In the 
particular case quoted the slogan was to be 
“Drink more milk.” The keynote of the 
situation seems to be in greater production, 
by whatever means possible; but especially 
the greater production of milk, and its proper 
conversion into the various products: cheese, 
etc., and the more general use of such by the 
people. : 

It seems gue to note that one can buy the 
lacteal products of New Zealand (a country 
similar to Ireland in many ways: climate, 
etc., and where labotr is well paid), in 
Dublin, after a journey round the globe, 
cheaper than that produced in our own land. 
If this can be done by New Zealand, why not 
by Ireland ’—Yours, etc., ‘‘ Looxsr On.”

The re- 
sult wae a concession, which, said Mr. Moore, 
was no concession. 

When announcing the reform in the Press, 
the Government gave a list of 55 cars likely 
to give the best impression of the boon to 
motorists. The total reduction in the 55 
cars was £35, or about 15s. per car pon year : 
a sum so inadequate that neither motor traflic 
nor the motor trade had been stimulated in 
the i“ degree. it was probable, in 
fact, that the change had done harm; for 
the increases in taxation, which had resulted 
im several cases, had caused some owners oí 
valuable cars to put them aside while present 
conditions lasted. What were the grievances 
of Irish motorists at present? They had no 
policy regarding roads announced by the 
Government. A Roads De been 
taken over with the Civil Service, but they 
had not heard if any programme was being 
prepared. They did not know whether the 
tax was being devoted to its original purpore, 
or was being applied to the ordimary m1" 
tenance of the roads.

SOME BRIGHT SPOTS. 


Political news over the week-end was a dis- 
turbing influence on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday, and a feeling of uncertainty was 
noticeable at the opening. This was 
accentuated by the decline in foreign ex- 
changes, and as nervous speculators were 
anxious to secure profits whete available, the 
trend of values in speculative departments 
was mostly downward. At the same time, the 
Mining market was thought to offer specula- 
tive possibilities, and except in the case of 
certain specialities, no pronounced weakness 
was observable. Rhodesians were descri 
as sticky, but interest in the recent favourites 
was, nevertheless, well maintained.

adverse influence of the French exchange, 
Kaffirs managed to maintain a ve 
tance, and Paris was not so weak as might 
ave been expected—in fact, there were buy- 
ing orders from that centre for Central Mining, 
while Johannesburg was inclined to lend sup- 
port to some of its favourites. Nigel were a 
strong feature, the latest new- regarding de- 


velopments in the drive from the sub-Nigel 
causing a sudden demand for the shares. 
Cams were a half-crown on the wrong side, 
and Selukwe, although they were actively bid 
for in the late dealings, also showed a modest 
decliné. Shamva were an exception, and 
finished appreciably higher. 

The Diamond section felt the effects of 
Paris advices, anf, under the lead of De 
Beers Def., quotations fell away, though not 
to any very serious extent. ‘Tin shares were 
unable to shake off the effects of the general 
duiness, and three out of the four movements 
recorded were downward. Among West 
Africans, Akims were a centre-of interest on 
the publication of the circular announcing the 
fact that the Russo-Asiatic had definitely 
associated itself with the development of the 
company’s property. A sharp drop occurred 
in Rio Tinto on Paris offering, but otherwise 
Coppers were steady.

FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS, 


All things considered, the comparative strength of 
sterling in relation to American dollars is remark- 
able, first of all because of the critica) aspect of 
Continental currency values, particularily French 


francs and the suspense over the American debt 


uestion. That the Franco<German tension would 
ave practically no influence in depressing sterling 
is, indeed, significant, and would imply the political 
end economical divorce in American financial 
thought of Britain from the European imbroglio. 
Were it otherwise sterling would surely have 
sinamped. In explanation of this there is the 
general conviction that the debt settlement question 
is merely in suspense, and that negotiations will 
certainly be resumed at a not distant date. What 
has happened in these negotiations has, it 
ergoed, been for the common good. The return of 
the mission is calculated to educate public opinion 
fin the United Siates up to the realities of the 
debt question, which hae te be solved as a com- 
mercial proposition pure and simple, and pot with 
a political bias, as was suggested by many platform 
speakers. 


That trade in many directions is on the mend 
is clearly shown by reports of many 
industrial companies now coming to hand The 
textile trade, for instance, appears to have had a 
better year, as demonstrated by recent dividend 
announcements, among the latest being that of the 
English Velvet and Cord Dyers’ Association.

Nolan and A. T. Collins. 

HALF-YEARLY REPORT. 

The General Manager (Mr. A. T. Collins) 
read the statement of accounts for the half- 
year ending 31st December last. 

The Chairman, in moving that the report 
and statement of accounts be adopted, said 
that a brief review of the report and state- 
ment of accounts would suffice in order to 
indicate the outstanding features of the balance 
sheet and the results of the working of the 
bank during the past half-year. Considering 
existing conditions, they might. he thought, 
feel gratified at the figures as set forth in the 
statement. The amount held from the public 
on deposit and current accounts, as compared 
wáb eae Bir on 1921, showed a decrease of 
about £260,000, which, in view of the general 
tendency and the banking experience during 
the oy year, might be regarded as a much 
smaller decrease " might have been antici- 
pated. The volume of business in the way of 
advances, etc., had been well maintained, and 
their Km assets stood at a satisfactory, 
figure. The gross profits compared favourably, 
with those of the two preceding half-years, 
being slightly over £7. in excess of those 
for the second half of 1921 and almost £8,400 
in excess of those for the first half of 1922. 
The expenses, as compared with those for the 
corresponding period of 1921, showed a reduc- 
tion of £2,200. The net profits, amounting to 
£56,773, were an appreciable improvement on 
each of the two preceding half-years. 

THE RESERVE FUND. 

The special profit of £126,000 referred to in 
the report had enabled the directors to 
strengthen the bank’s reserves substantially. 
The reserve fund had been brought up to the 
satisfactory level of £400,000. ‘Towards this 
increase in the reserve fund the ordinary, 

rofits of the half-year contributed £23,972. 

he sum of £5,000 in reduction of the bank 
premises account was also allocated out of the 
ordinary profits. After providing for payment 
of the proposed dividend, a balance of £14,229 
remained to be carried forward to next ac- 
count. Having regard to the improvement in 
the net | ga and the position to which the 
bank had now attained, the directors felt that 
the payment of a dividend at the increased 
rate of 10 per cent per annum was fully, 
justified, and they had pleasure in recom- 
mending payment accordingly. 

Before he concluded he expressed on behalf 
of the directors their appreciation of the ser- 
vices rendered during the past year by the 
staff, many of whom had to perform their 
duties under very trying conditions—some at 
even grave personal risk. 

Mr. T. L. Moore seconded the motion. 
THE DISCUSSION. 

Mr. G. Tench, in criticising the balance 
sheet, said that it should represent invest. 
ments at the actual figure at which they were 
valued, otherwise it was worthless. It was 
very satisfactory to have made £126,000 out 
of the sale of investments, but they were not 
told what those investments were. He also 
drew attention to the extension of the bank’s 
business, and said that there was no branch 
of the Hibernian Bank in Belfast, Limerick, 
or in the centre of Ireland. 

Mr. Michael Meade said that the bank de- 
served great credit for the manner in which 
it had conducted its business, and he thought 
that there was no room for criticism. 
INVESTMENTS. 

Mr.. Courtney also congratulated the 
management, and said that the bank was &en- 
tirely satisfactory, from the point of view 
both of the shareholders and the customers. 
The fact that the bank was giving satisfac- 
tion to its customers was proved by the fact 
that it had nearly 16 million pounds on de- 
posit. He thought, however, that the banks 
should endeavour to promote. trade and in- 
dustry in the country, and not invest so 


much of their own money:in securities. The - 


deposits were mainly from the farmers, he 
took it, and the banks exported their money. 
Bank directors were all men of affairs in Ire- 
land ; they were capable, earnest, and efficient 
business men; intensely interested in the 
progress of the country individually, but 
in their collective capacity as direc- 
tors and trustees for the share- 
holders they were more interested in the 
progress and welfare of Britain than of Ire- 
land. {A voice “Oh, no.) If Britain 
collapsed for any cause whatever that bank 
would suffer much more from that than from 


the failure of Ireland financially. A voice— 


“A very serious contingency that.”) How 
did they imvest their surplus money? In 
War Loan and other stock—presumably 
British War Loan. Now, did their depositors 
invest money in the bank to subsidise War 
Loan and Government stocks?’ The farmer, 
he thought, expected the bank to use his 
money to develop trade and industry in the 
country. lf credit were restricted, trade 
would also be restricted, and they would have 
more unemployment. These deposits were 
deposited at 1 or 14 per cent., and were re- 
lent to customers at 55 or 6 per cent. That 
was a rather high rate of interest, and prob- 
ably the reason advances were not so many, 
was that the rate of interest was too high, 
and yet the bank invested its money ‘a 
British securities, which yielded 24 or 3 per 
cent. It seemed hardly good business. More« 
over, the money lent to customers would help 
to develop the bank’s own business, which 
was the most remunerative in the end. Hav- 
ing said this, he agreed that the bank was ir 
a very flourishing condition, and the reserva 
fund was ‘very satisfactory, and very credit- 
able to the directors. 

Sir Thomas McArdle supported the motion, 
which was put to the meeting and passed. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr. P. J. Brady, it was resolved to pay a 
dividend of 10 per cent. per annum for the 
half-year. 

Messrs. Charlies E. Lambkin and Patrick 
Joseph Brady. retiring directors, were re- 
elected, on the motion of the Chairman, 
seconded by Mr. W. R. Nolan. 

Mr. Jeremiah Buckley was_ re-elected 
auditor, on the motion of Mr. P. W. Corri- 
gan, seconded by Mr. James Mulligan. 

THE SPECIAL PROFIT. 

Mr. Collins, general manager, replying to 
the observations made regarding investments, 
said that it wes no harm to mention that the 
investments, which yielded a special profit in 
1922, were made in the second half of 1921. 
He might -point out that in 1919, and the two 
following years, the deposits continued to in- 
crease to a very large extent, and the surplus 
fund had to be dealt with. T!> directors 
had to look for investments which would, ia 
the first place, be immediately realisable; 
which, in the second place, on realisation, 
would not show any loss, but would probably 
yield a profit; and which would, in the third 
place, yield a remunerative rate of interest, 
They were fortunate enough to secure invest- 
ments which met all these three requirements, 
and he thought that the shareholders had no 
cause of complaint, that they had turned out 
so well on realisation, and that the directors 
had been able to put the bank in a strong 
financial position. 

THE DEPOSITS. 

They fully appreciated what had been said 
about the deposits, but it had always to be 
borne in mind that the first duty of a bank 
was to its depositors, and that ample cash 
and assets of an immediately realisable 
nature must be maintained for their protec- 
tions. They must also remember that the 
bank held these money deposits in trust for 
the depositors, on the clear understanding 
that it would be repaid to them whenever 
they desired to draw it, and that position the 
bank would maintain. 

On the motion of Mr. Corrigan, seconded 
by Mr. Courtney, a vote of thanks was passed 
to the directors and staff of the bank for the 
excellent way in which they had mentee the 
affairs of the bank during the past half-year.
